Kuhn, two miles east of (ilendorn, nnd 
was pipke.il immediately following ihe 
frost, during tho period when by mu- 
tual consent all growers nnd shipper* 
throughout 
Southern 
California had 


agreed to suspend picking operations. 


Mr. Hynn states that it is the inten- 


tion of the authorities to prevent all 
shipments of fro/.en fruit nnd to prose- 
cute tho offenders. 
The commissioner 


now has two supervising inspectors nnd 


sixteen others examining citrus fruit, 
i While it is yet, too onrly to make any 
n ecu rate estimate of losses from 
tho 


frost, it is safe to state that, the Val- 
encias have escaped with little or no 
damage in this district, nnd the aggro- 
gate loss to the navel crop is light as 
compared to its size, and when tho 
season closes the {powers will find that 
they have enjoyed one of the most 
prosperous yearn in the history of the 
industry. 


This, however, will depend largely 


on the attitude they pursue in the mar- 
keting of the crop. Tn this they should 
bo governed by tho wisdom of the Ex- 
change managers, who with all the ac- 
cumulated information at their com- 
mnml, are better able to advise than in- 
dividual growers. The growers cannot 
afford to got panicky nt. the critical 
t hue.

navy. The discovery-restores to Italy 
the honor of having visited nnd de- 
scribed the African regions of Tunt 
and tho Niger four centuries before 
the explorations of itoblf und Challle, 
the first a German and tho last n 
Frenchman."
